Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 4 rejected as failing to define the invention in the 
manner required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim (s) are narrative in form and replete with 
indefinite and functional or operational language. The 
structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative 
device. The claim (s) must be in one sentence form only. Note 
the format of the claims in the patent (s) cited. 

The applicant cannot refer to claims that have been 
withdrawn and/or canceled such as in claim 4. In order to avoid 
confusion the applicant should set forth every limitation in the 
claim rather than referring to other claims as a « short hand" 
method of referring to the limitations. 

The claim has not been rejected using prior art due to the 
problems concerning 35 USC 112 second paragraph and the claim 
objections. The applicant is not to assume that by correcting 
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the problems under 35 USC 112 second paragraph and the claim 
objections that the claim would is allowable.
